Rules and Regulations governing and regulating traffic on the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike System are posted at all Interchanges, 
Tunnel Portals, Maintenance Buildings and Stations. These 
Rules and Regulations are in addition to the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania Motor Code or other Commonwealth laws 
relating to vehicles and the operation of vehicles within the 
Commonwealth. 


Authorized Service for your Convenience 


For the convenience and safety of Turnpike patrons, the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission has made agreements 
with certain garages for prompt and efficient service to motor- 
ists using the Turnpike. All of these garages are approved by 
the major Motor Clubs and their schedule of charges is in 
conformity with the Motor Clubs’ schedules. Each garage has 


a specific portion of the Turnpike System to patrol and their 
vehicles are equipped with our two-way radio system. The 
personnel of these garages are fully instructed in Turnpike 
Safety Procedure. 


Outlined below is the procedure to be followed in the event 
you may have need for Service on the Pennsylvania Turnpike:

1) DO pull entirely off the concrete portion of the highway 
and to the right or back of the line of delineators (reflectors). 
DON’T park on center strip. 


DO place a white handkerchief, or the equivalent, between 
the glass and the frame of the left front (driver's) window 
and DON’T get out of your automobile and attempt to flag 
or stop traffic. THIS IS EXTREMELY DANGEROUS 


@) The white flag signifies that you are in trouble and is the 
signal for someone to stop and obtain for you needed assist- 
ance and service. A service truck will be summoned to help 
you. 


Thorough provision has been made for the three types of service 
which may be required while on the Turnpike: (1) Food and 
refreshment for the traveler; (2) routine servicing for the car, 
and (3) emergency repair service. The Turnpike is prepared 
to supply all three services—24 hours of every day. 


@ Efficient service station-restaurant areas are located at 
convenient intervals. At each area, both restaurant and dairy 
bar services are available at moderate prices. All food services 
are under the direct supervision of a nationally known caterer. 
The service station facilities are operated by several of the 
foremost oil companies of the nation. Though there are no 
sleeping facilities on the Turnpike, information as to the near- 
est available accommodations may be obtained from service 
station personnel. At the Midway Station, near Bedford, how- 
ever, special facilities, including dormitories, are available for 
truckers. 


@ All of the service stations are completely equipped, includ- 
ing lubricating pits, for the sale of fuel, and other normal 
motoring services and accessories. Separate parking areas are 
maintained for pleasure cars and trucks. 
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ical or personal, pull off the paved surface of the highway onto 
the right shoulder and place a WHITE HANDKERCHIEF, 
or the equivalent, between the glass and the frame of the left 
front (driver’s) window. That will bring prompt assistance. 
The white handkerchief—the Turnpike’s recognized distress 
signal—will be quickly observed by one of the State Police 
officers or authorized service truck drivers who patrol the 
Turnpike day and night. 


The Turnpike is equipped with the most modern communica- 
tion system. A two-way radio hookup, linking together every 
interchange, tunnel ventilating room, maintenance building, 
maintenance foreman’s vehicle, police patrol car and author- 
ized service vehicle, provides complete, instantaneous coverage 
of the Turnpike’s 400 miles. In addition, teleprinter facilities 
are available from one end of the Turnpike to the other.
